John C. Parker has saved the State the 
expense of a trial and materiaily assisted 
Judge Van Wagoner in his commendable 
work of clearing the City Jail, by shooting 
himself through the head this morning. 
That he might go to his grave with 
as bloody a record as_ possible, he 
added the murder of his wife to that of Mike 
Payt@n, for which he was to be put on trial 


to-day. 
THE DOUBLE TRAGEDY 


was enacted in the jury room opening into 
the Criminal Court, which was crowded with 
lawyers, witnesses and spectators, and was 
so swift and terrible a piece of work that it 
took some moments before anybody 
could fully | appreciate its importance. 
Parker’s case was docketed for trial to-day. 
He was charged with having, on the night of 
August 20, 1881, at Jack Furber’s saloon, 
on Fifth and ,Christy avenue, inflicted knife 
wounds upon Michael Payton, a baker on 
the river, from the effects of which Payton 
died seven or eight days laterin the City 
_Hospital. Previous to this he had the 
reputation of a very bad man. Four 
or five years ago a yourg man 
named Thompson, the reporter believes, was 
stabbed at a dance in his own house on North 
Second street, and the wound sent hii to his 
grave. Johnny Parker was accused of hav- 
ing handled the knife on that occasion, was 
indicted for the crime by the grand. jury 
known as the “Big Twelve,” of which 
, aa ae | McCullagh, editor of 
the Globe-Democrat was foreman, 
stood his trial, with Chas. P. Johnsen as his 
attorney, and wasacquitted. Notwithstand- 
ing his acquittal, he was generally credited 
by people who thought they ought to know 
with Thompson’s death. Parker had no re- 
spectable calling, and was usually found in 
the company of a disreputable class of young 
men, had the eyes of the police on him al) 
the time, and behaved altogether in the 
manner of aman who could not be ex- 
pected to keep out of trou- 
ble for a very long time. 
It was no surprise, therefore, whan the 
newspapers on the morning of August 21, 
1881, brought him again before the publicin 
the capacity of a criminal. [Early that 
morning 
MIKE PAYTON 
had been taken from the street by a city am- 
buiance and carried to the hospital with his 
entrails hanging out. A friend was with 
him, Alex. Lyon, also a riverman, who 
told the brief story of the occurrence. Par- 
ker, Payton and Lyon had been drinkingin 
Furber’s saloon in the friendliest manner in 
the world all night long, and Payton had 
agilass of beer, draining it, when Parker, 
without saying a word beforeor after, slashed 
him several times across the abdomen. Pay- 
ton’s death gave Parker agian into the hands 
of the law as a murder. Alex. Lyon, 
the only important witness the State 
had in the case, had been broughi 
from New Orleans to testify, and all prepa- 
rations had been made to go on with the 
trial. Lyon was in the Circuit Attorney’ 
office waiting to be called, when the tragedy 
put an end to his importance in the matter.

MAGGIE LESLIE, 
who was in company with tue Parker sisters 
as Wituesses at the trial, said she knew noth- 
ing about the maiter at all.

She came to witness the trial, be ause she 
had great interest to see what would become 
of tue ease. She had heard Emiua Parker 
make the statem-nt that the wiie had sald 
tiuat Johnny would never hang, and that, if 
he did, she would uanug with him, 
JAILER SIEGMUND 

said: “We have nothing tv do with this 
ease, It aii happencd upstairs when, Parker

“Could he have been armed wheo he left 
the jail-to go up stairs ?”’

The Killing of Payton. 

Alex. Lyon, the steamboatman brought

ing together. When 1 asked Payton to come 
home he had a glass of beer up at his mouth 
and did not lower his hand till he 
had drained the glass. I noticed 
while he was drink’ og that Parker was do- 
ing something like this’’ (tapping the report- 
ers abdomen lightly with the back of his 


hani) “hitting him that way as if in 
fun. 1 did not know that Parker had 
a knife. and Payton did not know 


he was eut unt:l after he placed the beer. 
glass down on the counter. Parker moved 
back and stood behind Payton, but didn’t say 
aword. Pavton, after setting down the 
glass, placed his hands 10 his stomach and 
said: ‘“*Here, Aleck, I believe’ the 
teiow has cut me; my insides are coming 
out, try and put them back.”” I unbuttoned 
his vest, and taking the entrails in my hands 
tried to put thein into place, but 
lL couldn't do it. He said then 
to let hii lie on his back 
somewhere and I carried him to the corner, 
by which time the entrials were down to his 
knees. An atbulance took him to the Dis- 

cnsary aud irol there he went to the City 
tiospital where he died six or seven days al- 
terwards.” 


Parker’s Desperate Career, 

John C. Parker, according to his sister’s 
statement was about 33 years of age. He 
was a moulder by occupation, and 
last =3©worked at Allen’s foundry. 
At the time he killed Peyton he was em- 
pioyed as watchman at the Famous building, 
ghen in the course of erection at Fifth and 
Morgan streets. Parker was always con- 
sideied a dangerous man, even by his’ 
immediate associates in many of the brawls 
in which he was implicated. He first gained 
notoriety in the noth part of the city about 
1867, when he took part in 
several rows. In a general fight 
at a dance given on Collins street one night 
in 1868, Joseph O’Toole was stabbed in the 
abdomen. ‘The police mace no arrests, and 
some months later O*’Toole died. In 
i879 he had a_ disagreement with 
Dave Rugan, whom he struck In the face. 
Rugan was comniitted to jail and while there 
through spite told a reporter that Johnny 
Parker had __ killed O’ Toole 
at the Collins street dance 
ten years before, The publication of this 
resuited in Parker's indictment and trial in 


1879. On trial Geo. Jehnson produced 
the certificate — of the physician 
who attended O’Toole, going te show 
that the man had died of dvsentery. 


In 1872 he was arrested for fracturing John 
Detter’s skull with a beer glass. The indict- 
ment was quashed and Detter died a few 
weeks later. In 1870 he cut a soldier 
at Seventh and Green streets, but escaped 
prosecution. He was implicated in a fight 
at the Fair Grounds about the same time in 
which a booth-keener was fatally stabbed. 
Parker never threatened and always cut 
without talking. Evidence connecting him 
with this murder was never discovered. In 
187? he was sent to the Penitentiary for two

How a Long Haired Young Man Passed for 
Years as a Beauty--Her Presents and 
Mashes--Old Time Dramatic Reminiscences. 


“Tf you care anything for dramatic remini- 
scences,” said a friend yesterday to a limb 
of the Post-Dispatcu, ‘Il can take you toa 
man who probably has more curious relics 
and old-time information than any one Ip 
these parts,” 

Under the word of command the march 
was taken up and ended in a little p geon- 
hole of a place on Fourth street, near Locust, 
where the Antonio Brothers dispense the 
restaurant necesssities of life. 

It--took some time to thaw the professor 
out, but that art accomplished he produced 
two large books, containing a lot of old and 
highly}valubable show bills,reaching back to 
the commencement of the present century, 
and a great lot of the once-conventional cer- 
tificates of character and accomplishments 
that"managers were supposed to’furnish the 
stars they engaged. They were the relics of 
Signor Antonio’s father. Fifty years.ago he 
was accounted one of the marvets of the 
world. His stage name was “I! Diavolo An- 
tonio,” accorded him because of the sarpris- 
ing feats of thagic and gymnastics he intro- 
duced. ae 

“My father,” said the son of Diavola, 


wasa nativeof Turin, Italy. and began his 
wonderful career when quite young. He 


| died here in this citv only a few years ago at 
+ the age of seventy-three. but Il can tell you 


that in his prime, and I’!l prove it to you, he 
enjoved the patronage of the various crowned 
heads of Europe, and was on terms of per- 
sonal friendship with such men as Charles 
Kemp!e and Sheridan Knowles.” Here is a 
bill for instanee,(it wasexquisitely printed.on 
satin) bearing date of September 12, 1816. I 
believe this is the oldest I have in the col- 
lection.” 

The reporter found that it announced the 
appearance of Signer Antonio “by com- 
mand of His Royal Highness, _ the 
Duke of York’’ the Royal. Theater 
in London. The Signor’ is_ styled 
the wonder of the world. ‘Then comes an 
outline of his performances on the slack 
rope. These were followed by a melodrama 
entitled, “The Millerand His Men,” gym- 
nastie exercises by a Venetian, and the per- 
formance closing with the then popular Hay- 
market comedy of “The Landlady’s Gown.” 

‘Here is another old programme,” said the 
Signor, “bearing date of 1827, ‘Theater Royal 
at Dublin. The, performance opened with 
the opera of Freischutz, was followed by the 
Antonio specialties and closed with “The 
Spectre Bridegrooin.’ But look at this for a 
bill. Only the old-timers will appreciate the 
talent here, but Iean assure you it was im- 
inense, You see it bears date of May 9, 1828, 
at the Coyent Garden in London. The 
play was ‘As You Like i, 


'an: the entertainment was for the benefit of 


Mr. Young. Oj course he took the role of 
Jacques, Charles Kemble was Orlando, 
Bartley was Adam, and the great Mme. 
Vestries was Rosalind. | don’t know whether 
slie is dead or alive, but [heard recently that 
she is now teaching dancing tessons in Lon- 
don. Itmay be so, but she must be consid- 
erably over seventy. Here’s another bit of 
interest connected with this bill. : You see 
they interlarded a lot fof specialty business. 
Tine comedy was followed by the old farce of 
‘The Devil to Pay,” and the evening closed 
with an olio of songs and dances. Parsloeis 
now famous in this country as an exponent 
ol the Chinese character... Here vou see his 
lather executing a Chinese Dance 
ace rding to this programme, over “‘half a 
ceutury ago. You don’t often find these pe- 
culiar instincts hereditary on the stage, but 
here is an interesting illustration, E. J. 
Parsioe was the old geutleman’s name—quite 
a feature in his day.”’ 

Turning over the assortment of old play 
bills, the Signor suddenly paused with a re- 
verential air’ and suid, as he held up an old 
paper prograinme, “Lock at this for acaste!” 
lt was a biilof the Ciestnut Street, Phila- 
delphia, Theater, date of January 15, 1835, as 
hear forty years ago as can be computed. 
The play was ‘Lhe Hunehback.”’ Its 
author, and the greatest playwright 
since the days of Sheridan, James 
Sneridan Knowles, appeared as 
Master Walter; James E. Murdock, then 
in Lis prime anda member of the Chestnut 
Street Stock Company, took the role of Sir 
Thomas Clifford; Emina Wheatley was 
Julia, irs. Robotham was Helen, and her 
liusband was Master Mordus. ‘Talk .of 
your Langtrys and your stage beauties,”’ fer- 
ventiy exciaimed Antonio, “I don’t believe 
that modern drama ever produced a more 
“tava lovely woman than Mrs, Robotham. 
Notice another pecniiarity about this bill. 
The ‘Hunchback’ is along drama in itseif, 
but you see by this bill that it was followed 
by a perlormance by Young on the ‘Keyed 
Serpent, Whatever that may be, then by 
the Autonto specialties, and concluded with 
the farce of ‘My Uncle John,’ or 
‘The Cashmere Shawl.’ Here is 
another. It is Drury Lane, March 
4, 1526. It gives the drama of ‘Faustus’ in 
three acts, the olio of the ‘Antonios’ and con- 
cludes with the eutire opera of ‘Freischitz.’ 
You see that the theater-going pubhie got the 
worth of its money in those old days. I can 
remember well when the gallery gods at the 
Bowery would have torn down the building 
if the performance didn’t run tili midnight, 
aud to accommodate their prejudice the man- 
agement resorted to all sort of farces and in- 
terludes. In those days there were no street 
cars, anda visit to the theater was looked 
upon as nearly an all-night job. But all Yhis 
has been changed, and possibly for the best. 
“The Hunetiback’ or ‘As You Like it’ is cer- 
tainly enough fora person tu digest in the 
Jvourse of an evening and yet havea Christ- 
ian time,” 

“What do you find from a look at those 
old bills?’ continued the Signor. “Why, 
you find that the stage has wofully degener- 
ated. Glance at that ‘Hunchback’ east at 
the Chestnut—all trained artists, capable of 
almost anything in the dramatie line at a 
moment’s notice. None of this serub busi- 
ness you see to-day, Because a fellow could 
slig a song or daiice @ dance or recite a few 
lines of Siakespeare ig “pong be he didn’t 
regard himseli asastar. Now you haveas 
many stars on earth as there are in heaven, 
and most of them look about as well to the 
observer. Alla mistake, sir, ail a mistake. 
i don’t suppose the old stock company sys- 
tem could be applied to the whuie United 
States to-day under the changed condition 
ot dramatic business; but it s..culd be kept 
alive in the larger cities. The esprit du 
curps is gone, it seems to me. ‘Tastes have 
become mawkish aud depraved. Under the 
old regime, when the great Fannie Elsler 
came here, prejudice compelled her to appear 
and dance in dresses reaching to her ankles, 


and even then the ladies would’ 


put their handkerchiefs to their 
faces to hide their biushes. Nowa- 
days the handkerchief is dropped 
altogether, and the ladies growl if the 
premier daneuse is encumbered with more 
than a short skirt. Everything caters to the 


spectacular, and the purity of stage art’ 


is gone.” Here the Signor heaved a sigh 
from the sole ot his boots. 

The book containing the certificates was 
then produced. it contains over a hundred 
famous autographic letters from the secre- 
taries of Royaliy, the Lord Mayors of Lon- 
don, and various dignitaries of Paris, Berlin 
and St. Petersburgh.

was not long before Ella Zoara 
became famous. ~ Her’ perfermances on 
hor eback were marvelous, Sie electrifies 
St. Louis and Stokes then took her East. [t 
was—let me see—in the spring of 1852 when 
she appeared here. Her trinmps in the East 
were even more pronounced, and her salary 
grew to be prodigious. Finaliy Stokes de- 
cided on a European tour with his. bonanza. 
He visited London, Paris, St. Petersburg, in 
fact all the great eapitals of Europe, paid 
Zoara $500 a night and coined money for 
himself. On all her travels she was accum- 
nanied by her waiting-maids, and observed 
the most womanly propriety in all her 
actions. I’ know it to be a fact that 
even her waiting-women knew nothing oi 
the goax till years afterwards. Stokes kept 
his ecard abroad for over eight years, and the 
greatest furore reigned all through the sociat 
circles of the capital. Talk of mashers!
